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HE following itor jal 

appeared in the Port- 
and Oregonian May 11th 
of this year, and the one 
who wrote it deserves 
much congratulation. I 
think the Portland Ore- 
gonian has the smartest 
editorial writers on any 
daily newspaper in Amer- 
ica, not excluding those on the staff of 
my own little daily newspaper, The 
Moscow Daily Idahonian. Let me give 
you the editorial in full: 

“The very competent beast that is 
the nazi army has gone blitzkrieg 
again, at Hitler’s pompous orders, and 
is rapidly striving for a throathold in 
Belgium and The Netherlands. Our 
American capacity for astonishment 
was long since blunted, the tale of 
horror even dulled by callous repeti- 
tion. But custom, by the way, con- 
firms the beast. Yonder in Europe the 
very principles for which mankind 
has striven for weary and triumphant 
centuries are finally at stake. All else 
was prelude. This is war. 

“No inward eye of prophecy is 
needed to foretell the nature of the 
warfare that will be. There will be no 
restraint. The man who gambles with 
the destiny of the German people, who 
professes to love and admire them, to 
be their providence, will no more hesi- 
tate to destroy them in desperate at- 
tempt at his ambition, than he has hes- 
itated to destroy the little peoples in 
his path. To ruthlessness the allies 
cannot but reply in kind, outrage for 
outrage, bursting bomb for bomb. 
This war cannot be other than a con- 
flict to the death, with destruction by 
any Means that ingenuity and science 
can devise. And none will venture to 
Predict the victory. 

“So recently as some few days ago 
the nazi government professed amaze- 
ment that the neutrals now attacked 
en be apprehensive of the German 
ae The world knew the stupid lie 
h Wia it was, but still the world 
i k against hope that somewhere in 

cosmos of Hitler there might lin- 
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decency. Even as the hypocritical dè: 
nials were uttered, the spurious good 
will pledged, Herr Hitler was prepar- 
ing the invasion. Perhaps it was not 
defeat alone in southern Norway that 
urged the British home. They must 
have known of this. Almost the wait- 
ing, the war of nerves and skirmishes, 
was at an end. At long, long last the 
beast had gathered itself and 
crouched. 


“How mendaciously typical is the 
nazi representation that savage at- 
tack on two of the small remaining 
neutrals—yes, on three, for infantile 
Luxembourg was not too small for 
outrage—was necessitated by the evil 
designs of the allies upon these self- 
same countries. The decent world, the 
sane world, is impatient of such crim- 
inal subterfuge. It has seen the syn- 
thetic creation of motive so often prac- 
ticed by Herr Hitler, with such trans- 
parent stupidity—for nothing is 
gained by it—that plausibility cannot 
be remotely entertained. This last at- 
tack is no whit different—ruthless, 
conscienceless and bestial, and these 
attempted justifications are as plainly 
false. 

“Perhaps the thought is in your 
mind, as in the minds of many, that 
yours is a deep hatred for Hitler. 
What do you know of hatred who have 
not, in the pursuit of your own peace- 
ful concerns, been bombed with as 
little compunction as though you were 
less than the beast of the field? What 
of hatred who have not held a machine 
gunned child in your arms, while you 
looked up and cursed the sky? Such 
things have been in Norway and in 
Poland. Such things shall be in Bel- 
gium and The Netherlands. Pray 
heaven the fear, the hate and passion 
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that Herr Hitler rouses 
somehow will bring him

“Only a madman casts 
the dice as this man does, 
and, heaven pity them, 
only a people held in fear 
€ and chimerical imagin- 


leads. Yet ‘leads’ seems scarcely the 
word for it, though leadership it is, 
for when the sacrificial flower of Ger- 
many is dying in the bitter fighting, 
when the bombers roar over Berlin, as 
doubtless they shall, the madman of 
Europe will be safe as human pre- 
caution can make him. The long odds 
are that he will never taste of war. 
And yet, mad as he is, with a con- 
suming egotism, an urgent torment 
of ambition, he must know that only 
victory at last can save him. His 
troops will fight to the death, they 
will be driven to fight to the death, 
because of this. 

“These are strange times, monstrous 
and unbelievable. And sad it is to 
think that only war can purge them— 
war to the end. The crouched beast 
has leaped. There is no temporizing 
now, nor can be, and prayer is un- 
availing when the hour has struck. 
This is the war.” 

It is the last paragraph of this 
amazingly clear editorial in which I 
am interested, especially the state- 
ment that “prayer is unavailing when 
the hour has struck.” That statement 
is true. It could have been modified 
to read, “Prayer is always unavail- 
ing.” It is interesting to note that 
since the outbreak of this war, not a 
single religious organization in exist- 
ence has done one thing or made one 
tiny effort to stop this war. Not one 
of these organizations knows what to 
do. They have not enough confidence 
in their “god” to even get together 
and see whether or not whatever pow- 
er their “god”? may have can be used 


by them to the stopping of this brutal 

thing in Europe. They can lambaste 

me and write about me in their church

Many 
good folks like to meet others of our 
Members, and we are very glad to 
have them do so. This work of God, 
though, will grow without buildings 
made by hands, for the strength of 

this Movement lies in the Spirit of 
God behind it. The main thing is for 
you to recognize the Power of the 
Great Spirit—God, in your everyday 
life and affairs. That accomplished, 
the rest takes care of itself.

That’s Joe Stalin’s idea of the truth. 
It’s the only kind of “news” the Rus- 
sian people are permitted to read. 


Nothing Left for Valor 


Earl Browder, convicted by a jury 
of passport fraud, was particular to 
obtain jurors to hear his case in B: 
S. District Court at New York who 
took an oath before God to try nim 
upon the facts and the facts alone 
presented to them. But Browder not 
long ago said, about the communism 
he supports and seeks to inculcate in 
America: 

“We communists are so fundamen- 
tal in our anti-religious position that 
we are unable to distinguish between 
good and bad religions, because to us 
they are all bad.” 

So bad are all religions to the coni- 
munists that in their fatherland 38,- 
000 disciples of atheism this winter 
were attached to the red army, one 
for each battalion. They will corres- 
pond to the chaplains regularly as- 
signed to units of the armed forces 
of Christian nations.

papers all they want to, but the fact 
remains that whether I am correct in 
my contentions or not, I have at least 
tried to do something to bring this 
European madman to his knees, and 
before I get through, that is exactly 
where he will be—only he won’t be 
able to stand on his knees. This mad 
dog will be obliterated as he should. 

A few days ago I sent a long cable 
to Benito Mussolini asking that he 
refrain from joining with Germany in 
this inhuman burst of innate savagery 
and bestial murder. Some years ago 
Mussolini sent me a letter thanking 
me for one of my books, and, using 
that as an entree, I wired the Italian 
Premier and will probably receive a 
reply shortly. For months, in fact 
ever since the war broke out, hun- 
dreds of thousands of circulars have 
left our office here, and there are 
other things I have done which I be- 
lieved might help to bring this Ger- 
- man “nut” to his end. I make these 
statements purely as statements of 
fact, and not because there is any 
credit due me. I should have been a 
base man had I done anything else 
than what I have done. 

But did you notice that in all the 
appeals I sent out, and in all the cir- 


culars, I did not ask my followers to 
“pray”—and do you know why? The 
editorial in the Oregonian answers 
that question—“prayer is unavailing 
when the hour has struck,” and no 
one knows that better than I do. The 
church knows it, too, for not one of 
them has called for a national day of 
“prayer.” It would do no good if 
they did, but they didn’t even try. 
I wonder why? Maybe the answer is 
they know from past experience that 
“prayer” is not worth a tinker’s darn 
in an emergency. Anyway, “prayer” 
is an old tradition of those ‘‘religious” 
organizations whose god is “in the 
sky” and whose ‘“‘reward”’ shall come 
“after they die.” “Prayer” has no 
place in the life of the one who knows 
the actual presence and Power of the 
Spirit of God in his own life here and 
now. Why get down on your knees or 
gather in some church-house to “pray” 
when the Spirit of the Living God 
lives in you? 

Is it not a far better plan to use the 
invisible Power which is God? If 
you know that God is in you, of what 
use can this praying business be? The 
whole church organizations with all 
their different religions, have never 
yet been able to reveal God to man 
here and now—when man needs God 
most. They never have been able to 
do that. lt is fair then, to presume 
that either their “god” is not the true 
God, or, if it is, they do not know how 
to contact that “God.” Which is it? 
Well, you know how I feel about it. 

In this crisis no “god in the sky” 
can help. All the prayer of all the 
churches of all denominations will be, 
as the Oregonian editor states—wun- 
availing. In other words, it is all right 
to pray when there is no emergency, 
but “prayer” in an emergency is “un- 
availing.” This is not the time for 
prayer—it is the time for action. It 
is time for every right thinking man 
and woman who believes that the 
right will conquer the wrong, to get 
together, and, unitedly, throw the ac- 
tual and literal Power of the ever- 
present God against those who would 
oppose and violate every fundamental 
principle of right. For right is God. 
Wrong is the very opposite, and again 
I repeat—right will win. This war 
would be short lived if the Power of 
God were thrown against it in num- 
bers. There is one organization which 
should be doing that right now—but 
is it? It is not. It is spending its time 
writing articles about me and trying 
to tell the world what a “spiritual 
fraud” I am, as the editor of the Lu- 
theran Companion said in a letter I 
saw this week. The Sunday School 
Times and other church magazines 
either spend their time berating me, 
or in soliciting funds to send to the 
“foreign mission field.” Well, there is 
a lot happening on “the foreign field” 
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today, and all the “prayer” and all the 
church money can’t help it. It will 
take the Power of the Spirit of God 
to step in, and that Spirit, of course, 
the present church structure knows 
nothing about. Its god was born of a 
virgin. He was so weak and namby- 
pamby that he let a small handful of 
Roman soldiers kill him on a cross. 
Think of it, reader—God Almighty— 
the Great Infinite Spirit of Life and 
Creation—dead—hanging on a piece 
of wood—dead. God is dead, and a few 
human beings killed him. 

What I am trying to say is that such 
blasphemous caricatures of Almighty 
God should forever be banished from 
the face of the earth, for they clutter 
up the ground where they grow. In 
their place should be knowledge of the 
True Spirit which is God, and I give 
you my word that True God was never 
seen by mortal eye hanging on a cross 
or anywhere else. God is the Spirit of 
Life, the Spirit of Love, the Spirit of 
Peace, the Spirit of Justice, the Spirit 
of Righteousness and of everything 
else good. That Spirit, no one ever 
killed, and it is a pity that the pagan 
philosophy that God was killed was 
ever started. That philosophy is not 
of God, and, as the Oregonian says, 
there is little use praying to that sort 
of a man-made, church-taught indi- 
vidual. The whole story is nothing 
more nor less than pagan superstition 
and tradition, and I care not how 
many people this statement hurts— 
for what I am after is the truth. Cer- 
tainly no church organization in ex- 
istence can do anything to stop this 
war; and it is equally certain that 
the “god”? of the church has never 
yet been revealed to this earth or to 
any other earth. , 

But the Spirit which is God exists. 
It exists now. It exists in you. And 
when you begin to look for God within 
you, there will you find Cod. Let me 
ask you how long it would take to 
stop Madman Hitler if every member

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The Vatican? 


Is Mr. Roosevelt trying to re-estab- 
lish diplomatic relationship with the 
Vatican? It looks that way. Perhaps 
it would be interesting to tell you 
why those relations, which formerly 
existed, were severed by Congress. 
They should never be restored. If 
they are, they will be severed again 
by the next President of the United 
States, who will probably be Thomas 
E. Dewey. The official account of the 
circumstances responsible for the sev- 
erance of diplomatic relation between 
the U. S. Government and the Vatican 
in 1867 was published in an article in 
the Atlantic Monthly October, 1929, 
entitled “A Diplomatic Incident— 
When Washington Closed Our Vati- 
can Ministry.” Its opening paragraph 
reads as follows: 


“In 1867 Pope Pius IX, proscrib- 
ing American Protestant worship 
on strictly Roman soil, ordered its 
removal to a point outside the Ro- 
man walls. According to the pontifi- 
cal conviction, Rome was the conse- 
crated center of a single universal 
church, and an exclusively Catholic 
city. To the mind of the average 
non-Catholic American, this pro- 
scription and exile reflected ancient 
Rome’s refusal to enfranchise the 
barbarians of Tivoli. The order 
fired the indignation of President 
Andrew Johnson, Secretary of 
State William Seward, and the Con- 
gress of the United States. Our 
ministry to the Holy See was closed 
summarily, and our representative 
practically withdrawn. Official 
Washington’s independence was 
shown further by the rather un- 
precedented failure to proffer any 
explanation to the supreme pon- 
HE” 

The Roman Catholic church is in- 
terested in one thing alone. That is— 
itself. It knows absolutely nothing 
about the Spirit of God. Nor does it 
want to know anything about God. 
In fact, were it not for the Roman 
Catholic church, the insane, illogical 
pagan theories and philosophies of 
= Which are taught today, never 
e eave been heard of. These soul- 

ghting theories, easily proved to be 
oe are the very theories which 

ve brought this world to the hor- 


rible condition of wars in which it 
finds itself today. It concocted the 
entire story of a “crucified god,” and 
then it ordained itself as the “sole 
bargaining agent” of God. It tells 
those poor dupes who are foolish 
enough to believe its twaddle that un- 
less they do as it tells them to, they 
will all lose their “souls.”

of the church knew the Power of the 
Great Spirit—God, in them?
